GENERAL MEWS NOTES. 


Gladsto ne and the Irish Leaders. 
Gladstone, in his sp eech a t the dinner 
?iven by the L abor mem bers of p arliam ent, 
declared his entire disbelief in the accusa­ 
tions agp .inst the Irish leaders. 
He said: 
In May, 1882, im m ediately after the as­ 
sassination of Cavendish and Burke, P ar­ 
nell wrote him in reftrence to th a t crime. 
The letter, which was obviously w ritten 
under great m ental distress, threw consid­ 
erable light up on the top ic oi the p resent 
hour 
and 
was 
strong 
evidence 
in 
favor of the contention th a t the Times’ 
letter was a base, m alicious forgery. P a r­ 
nell, ap p arently foreseeing th a t in the p ub­ 
lic mind he would be associated with the 
crime, offered to p lace himself, w ithout re­ 
serve, in G ladstone’s hands. 
He wrote 
th a t he regarded the m urders with the ut­ 
m ost abhorrence, and offered to resign the 
leadership of the Irish p arty and retire al­ 
together from p olitical life, if G ladstone 
considered such a step advisable in the in­ 
terests of Ireland. G ladstone said he would 
refrain 
from 
saying 
w hat 
rep ly 
he 
made, 
adding 
it 
wns 
only 
a 
sh o rt tim e since he obtained Purnell s 
assent to his m entioning the m atter. 
Al­ 
luding to the advice tendered Parnell from 
certain quarters th a t 
he bring action 
against the Times, 
G ladstone said th a t 
m any years ago when a com m issioner to 
the Ionian islands the Times bitterly a t­ 
tacked him, accusing him of treason. On 
returning to England lie consulted the 
fam ous Lawyer Freshtield with a view of 
bringing action, but was dissuaded, the 
law yer exp ressing the conviction th a t even 
if G ladstone p roved his caso no jury in the 
then stato of the p ublic mind would be 
likely to convict the Times. 


It has been dem onstrated th a t p as­ 
senger trains can bo heated by steam . 
Such a train is now running between 
St. Albans and W hite River Junction, 
Vt., over the very bridge where the 
terrible W hite River disaster occurred 
last winter in which a large num ber of 
lives were sacrificed because car stoves 
were used. 
JIad th e -tra in th a t was 
wrecked been heated as the train is 
th a t now’ runs over the road the loss 
of life last w inter would have been al­ 
most entirely p revented. 


California farm ers and fruit growers 
through the m onth of March and the 
first days of Ap ril were very much 
alarm ed in regard to the crop p ros­ 
p ect in th a t sta te in consequence 
of drouth. 
I t 
was thought th a t 
wheat in some counties 
would n o t 
be half a crop , and there was little 
grass 
for 
stock. 
B ut rains have 
fallen since Ap ril 8th in all p a rts of 
the state, and the p recip itation has 
been very abundan t in some localities 
but an average crop is hardly exp ected. 


The indications are num erous, says 
the New York H erald, th a t the jubilee 
year of Queen V ictoria’s reign will 
take a m em orable p lace in the history 
oi the future, and will stan d p rom i­ 
nent, n o t only in the queen’s reign 
but in the century. 
The celebrations 
have already commenced in India. 
P rotestantsjand Catholies,Parsees and 
Brahm ins, H indoos and M ohamme­ 
dans have vied with each other in 
their zealous devotion, and religious 
services have been held by them all 
and p rayers offered for the queen. 


The governm ent has acquired great 
scop es of land a t various times, and 
has disp osed of it in loose fashion, so 
th a t an exact statem ent of its p resent 
p ossessions is hard to get a t. B ut ac­ 
cording to the best records of gain and 
loss, Uncle Samuel seems to hold title 
to 1,010,101 square miles, or 1,034,- 
330,842 acres. 
If, as is claimed, one 
acre thoroughly tilled, will subsist one 
p erson, the p ublic dom ain alone, .os it 
now stands, is sufficient to sup p ort a 
p op ulation a dozen tim es as large as 
ours is a t p resent. 


The success of theC anadiansin their 
live stock trade with England has 
been a surp rise to American sto ck­ 
men. The secret is exp lained in a 
p am p hlet issued by the C anadian Ag. 
rieultural D ep artm ent, in which it is 
stated th a t the ta ta l cost of convey­ 
ing a steer from T oronto to Liverp ool 
is $ 20, made up as follows: Rail 
from T oronto to Quebec, $ 2.50; feed, 
$ 2.50; attendance,75 cents; insurance, 
$ 1.75; steam er freight, $ 12.50. Thus 
the cost ot laying dow n a 1,000-p ound 
steer in Liverp ool is 1 1-4 cents p er 
p ound live weight. 


The Crown Prince of Germany, ac­ 
cording to a current rum or, is suffer­ 
ing from a cancer in the tongue, and 
m easures are being taken p ro m p t­ 
ly to arrest the disease, w hatever it 
m ay be. 
The serious illness of the 
Prince necessarily would excite great 
alarm not only in G erm any,but aw ak­ 
en the sincerest interest all over the 
world. The K aiser is now over ninety 
years of age, and it is p robable he will 
not long survive. 
Should any acci­ 
dent hap p en to the p resent heir of the 
emp ire, Lis son,a com p aratively young 
and inexp erienced man, w’ould be call­ 
ed to the throne. 


The advance in the m arket p rice of 
silver bullion is one of the commercial 
p henom ena of the time, th e q uo ta­ 
tions having got up to 07c, or nearly 
ten p er cent, of a gain up on the low­ 
est p oint reached. 
It is som ew hat 
p uzzling to some of the financial writ, 
ers to account for the gain; but aa 
none of them have yet attributed it to 
the inter-State commerce 
law, 
the 
m ost obvious exp lanation left is th a t 
the p rop ortion of the silver p roduc­ 
tion to gold is decreased. 
As silver 
p roduction is an im p o rtan t interest 
in this country, the gain in p rice is 
an advantage p rovided it is not neu 
tralized by a great er loss in p roduc­ 
tio n . 


The carry ing corp orations are often 
slo w at reading th e signs of the times, 
but it will n o t take m any years more 
ot such exp erience as they h a '’e been 
accu m u latin g 
fo r the last tw’O or 
three, to convince them th a t their 
special p rivileges in this country do 
not include the ownership of courts of 
justice. 
Judge B arclay’s 
decision, 
rendered in the Circuit Court a t St. 
L o u is, ho lding a sleep ing-car com p any 
resp o n sib le to its p atro n s for p or­ 
table p rop erty stolen from them , not 
o n ly while asleep in their berths, but 
while attending to their toilets, adds 
one m ore to a long list of judicial 
O pinio ns o f the sam e general tenor. 
It is g o o d common sense, and p roba­ 
bly therefore g o o d law. The day is rap ­ 
idly ap p roaching when it will be uni­ 
versally understood th a t a traveler 
who p ays for extra com forts and se­ 
curity will be up held by the bench in his 
demand th a t he shall be furnished lus 
lull m oney’s w orth. 


Gen. Fairchild Issues a Proclamation. 
Coniniander-in-Chief Fairchild of W iscon­ 
sin has officially p ublished a resolution re­ 
cently adop ted by the executive com m ittee 
of the council of adm inistration« ;! the G. A. 
R. in Chicago, ap p roving his action in di­ 
recting p osts not to comp ly with any re­ 
quest for op inions on ar.\ 
subject unices 
with the ap p roval of the national dep art­ 
m ent headquarters. 
In addition he says: 
Comrades of the order will a t once realize 
the great necessity which a t all times exists 
for united and concerted action by » 11 p osts 
on any question touching the general good 
of the members and thegreat danger which 
attends any individual or unauthorized 
m ovem ent In th a t direction. 
It is not 
doubted th a t friends of veterans who seek 
to be of service to them w ill on reflection 
see the wisdom of this decision. If it shall 
ap p ear th a tth e rc is » necessity for the p ub­ 
lication of inform ation 
which has been 
sought, the national encam p m ent which 
convenes next Sep tember will 
w ithout 
doubt p rovide for exp ressions of op inion 
by p osts. This will be done in such a 
m anner as to secure a vote n o t only of 
p osts, as such, but to allow an exp ression 
by each member of the order on p ension 
legislation. 
There is no disp osition 
or 
w ish on the p a rt of members of the Grand 
Army of the Rep ublic to decline to give to 
the p ublic in a p rop er way their op inion 
on any subject of like general interest.

A NOTABLE LETTER, 


rhe President Write« to Secretary Lamar o a the 
Big hts o f the Rett Hr Who la Go o d Faith Set­ 
tled or the Fahlie Lands—The Pro per Po ll« *) 
Suggested. 


The President has sent to the secretary 
of the interior tbs following letter in rela­ 
tion to the controversy between Guilford 
Miller, a settler, and a railro ad corp ora­ 
tion, involving the ownership of certain 
lands. 
THE I.KTTER. 
I have examined with much care and in­ 
terest the questions involved in the con­ 
flicting claim s of Guilford Miller and th« 
N orthern Pacific R ailroad com p any to 
certain p ublic lands in W ashington Ten 
ritory. The legal asp ects of the case have 
been examined and p ussed up on by several 
officer» of the governm ent, 
who do not 
agree in their conclusions. 
Miller claim« 
to be a settler up on the land in question, 
whose p ossession dates from 1878. 
H# 
alleges th a t he lias 
made substantial 
im p rovem ent 
up on 
th is 
land 
and 
cultivated the sam e, and it ap p ears th a t 
he filed his claim to the sam e under th« 
hom estead law on Dec. 28, 1884. 
The 
railroad com p any contends th a t this land 
is within the territo ry from which it waa 
entitled to select such a q uan tity of p ublic 
land as might bo necessary to sup p ly any 
deficiency th a t should be found to exist in 
the sp ecified land m entioned in a grant by 
the governm ent to said com p any iu aid ol 
the construction of the ro a d —such deficien­ 
cy beingcontem p lated as likely to a rise from 
the p aram o un t right of p rivate p urchase, 
and settlers w ithin the territo ry em brac­ 
ing said granted lands, and th a t the land 
in disp ute was thus selected by the com ­ 
p any on Dec. 19, 1883. A large, tra c t in­ 
cluding this land, was w ithdrawn by uo 
order of the interior d ep artm ent from sale 
and from p re-emp tion and hom estead en­ 
try in 1872, in anticip ation of the con­ 
struction of said road and a deficiency in 
its granted lands. In 1880, up on tiie fail 
inn of a m ap of definite location of the 
road, the land in controversy and th a t 
which bad been so w ithdraw n was found 
to 
lie outside of the lim it which in­ 
cluded the granted land; but its w ith­ 
draw al aud reservation from settlem ent 
and entry under our land laws were con­ 
tinued up on tho theory th a t it was within 
the lim its of indem nity lands which might 
be selected by the com p any, as p rovided 
by the law making the grant. 
THE LEOAL POINTS 
in this controversy turned up on the valid­ 
ity and effect of the w ithdraw al und selec­ 
tion of the land 
and the continuance 
thereof. The atto rn ey general is ol the 
Op inion 
th a t 
such 
w ithdraw al 
and 
reservation were a t all tim es effectual, and 
th a t they op erated to p revent Miller from 
acquiring any interest or right to the land 
claimed by him. 
W ith this in terp retatio n 
of the law, and the form er orders and ac­ 
tion of the interior dep artm ent, it will he 
seen th a t their effect has been the w ith­ 
draw al and reservation 
since 1872 
of 
thousands, if n o t millions, of these lands 
from the op eration of tho land 
la» » 
of the United State« , thus p lacing them 
beyond the reach of our citizens desiring, 
under such laws, to settle and make 
bomes up on the same; and this has been 
| lone 
for the 
benefit 
of

foinp any having no fixed, certain or Jefi- 
I aite interest in such lands. In this m anner 
the beneficient p olicy aud intention of the 
government in relation to the p ublic do­ 
main for all these years has to th a t extent 
been thw arted. 
There seems to be no 
» vidence p resented showing how much if 
xny of this vast tra c t is necessary for the 
; fulfillment of the g ran t to the railroad 
! zomp any, nor doe# there ap p ear to lie any 
Im itatio n of the tim e wherein which this 
fact should be made known and the corp o­ 
ration is obliged to m ake its selection. 
After a lap se of fifteen year* this large body 
1 t»f the p ublic dom ain i# still held in reserve 
to the exclusion of # « ttl*r# for the conven­ 
ience of a corp orate beneficiary of the gov- 
irnm eut and aw aiting its selection, though 
it is entirely certain th a t much of this re- 
»* rved land can never be honestly claimed by 
laid corp oration. Buch a condition of the 
p ublic lands should no longer continue. So 
far as it ie the result of executive rules and 
methods they should b# abandoned and 
to tar as it is a course of im p rovident la» s 
ihese should be lep ealed or amended. Our 
p ublic dom ain is 
OfB NATIONAL WEALTH, 
the earnest of our grow th and the heritage 
of our p eop le. 
It should p rom ise hm itW s 
ievelop einent and riches, relief to a crowd­ 
ing p op ulace and homes to th rift and in* 
lustrv. 
These inestim able advantages 
ihoulu tie jealously guarded and a careful 
ind enlightened p olicy on the p a rt of tbs 
government should secure them to the 
p eop le. 
In the ease under consideration I 
isautne th a t there is an abundance of land 
within the area which has been reserved for 
indemnity in which no citizen or settler has 
ftlega I interest for all p urp oses of such in- 
iem nification to this railroad com p any, if 
its grant has n o t already t>een satisfied, 
1 understand, too, th a t th# selection« made 
b y such corp orations are not com p lete and 
iffectual untfl the sam e have b*-en ap p rov­ 
al by the secretary of the interior, or un­ 
less they are m ade in the words of th# 
ita tu te under hisdirection. 
You have th« ;« 
far taken no action in this m a tter and 
it seems to me th a t you art- in a condition 
to deal with the subject in such a m anner 
« * to p rotect this settler from hardship . 
1 tran sm it herewith the document* and 
p ap ers relating to the caee which were sub­ 
m itted to me a t my request. I suggest you L 
nereis# the p ower and auth o rity you ha» '® 
in the p remises up on equitable considera­ 
tions with the p resum p tion and intention 
in favor of the settler, and in case you find 
this co rp o rstio n is entitled to select any 
aiore of these lands th an has been already 
Acquired, th a t you direct it to select in 
ieu of the land which Miller has selected 
jth er lands within the lim its of thisindem - 
» ity reservation on which neither he nor 
Any other citizen ha« in good faith settled 
>r m ade im p rovem ents. 
I call your atten* 
lion to sections 245 and 2 1 1 of the Revised 
Statutes as [minting o u t a rnodoof p roced­ 
ure which m ay be resorted to if nee* « *» ary 
'or the p urp ose of reaching a just and equ- 
table disp osition of the case. 
Thesugges- 
¡ions herein contained can, I believe, I e

ious th ey were to know th e co n ten ts 
of th a t note! I insisted th a t no gentle­ 
m an could ask, n o r would an y div ulge 
its co n ten ts, which justly belonged to 
its c a p to r. 
Ouce on bo ard , th e n o te 
'v/>b op ened, when an a g ita tio n seized 
iche c a p ta in , which m ade him ap p e ar 
to me like a lunatic. 
“C a p ta in ,” he said, handing me th e 
note, “you are m arried, a n d circum ­ 
stan ces hav e p rov ed how m uch you 
lov e yo u r wife. 
I am un m arried an d 
hav e 
fallen 
desp erately 
in 
lov e. 
H elp me by 
yo ur 
adv ice. 
W h at 
sha ll I do? My ship is ready to sail an d 
th e wind is fair. 
I do n o t 'ow n the 
v essel o r cargo, an d therefore h av e no 
right to d etain her. 
Head, an d tell 
m e w h at to d o .” 
As m y own m arriage h ad been v ery 
ro m a n tic th is affair w as doubly ex­ 
citing to me. 
T he n o te w as w ritten 
in a good English hand as follows: 
“ I know you a re C h ristian s and will 
sav e m e from th is life d eg rad atio n . 
E n to m be d in th is harem , from which 
th ere is no o th e r w ay of escap e, 1 Ap ­ 
p eal to yo u in m ercy to sav e 
God, I know', will op en yo ur h ea rts, 
giv e w isdom , an d guide you to -m o r­ 
row night to a silken th re a d th ro w n 
from th e window, n ear where yo u 
found m y note. 
T o th e th re a d a t ­ 
ta ch yo ur answ er. 
D eath a w a its dis­ 
cov ery.” 
T he night w as sp e n t in dev ising 
m eans of rescue. 
T he c a p ta in sw ore 
up on th e Bible th a t he w ould m a rry 
her if rescued, an d if she would con­ 
sent. 
Jewels a re m o st p rized when 
m o st difficult to o bta in . 
I w as in full 
sym p a th y w ith his feelings, an d when 
th e d ay bro ke o ur p lan of a c tio n had 
been determ ined. 
1 saw th a t he was 
u n fitted to go to sea, his head being 
en tirely turn ed , a n d to ease his con­ 
science* up on th e p o in t of his d u ty I 
p ointed o u t th a t th e in terest of all 
p a rtie s would be serv ed best if he 
should defer his d e p a rtu re un til th e 
d a rk m oon, when th e p lan dev ised 
could be p u t in to o p era tio n . 
T his 
w ould necessitate a delay of fiv e days. 
A m ong o ur frien Is we were to p re­ 
tend th a t no im p o rtan ce a tta c h e d to 
th e m issiv e w hich th e lady had throw n 
o u t. 
As a reason for his delay in n o t 
sailing, the Swedish c a p ta in w as to 
say th a t h e lia d discov ered a leak in 
his sh ip ’s to p side a fte r he h ad loaded 
her, which m ade it necessary to ca­ 
reen her for rep airs. It required m uch 
ta c t to av o id th e c a p ta in s w ith w hom 
he h ad been in daily com p any, an d to 
m ake excuses to sta y ash o re la te ev ­ 
ery night. W e sta id ash o re to becom e 
ac q uain ted w ith th e guards, w hom we 
th o u g h t we could induce,by ap p earing 
to be half d run k an d a liberal use of 
m o n ey,to op en th e gates for us a t an y 
tim e. T he first night we half-staggered 
to th e gate, h anded th e g uard s one 
h un d red p iasters, a n d then show ed 
them o u r em p ty p ockets, w hereup on 
they allow ed us to p ass th ro ug h th e 
gate, p o in tin g to th e ir h e a rts to a s ­ 
sure us th a t no one should p ass th a t 
w ay to m olest us. 
E ach of us e a rn e d 
th e usual p ap e r la n te rn to illum inate 
th e way, a n d we were well arm ed w ith 
p isto ls an d cutlasses. 
D uring th e d ay 
we h a d p aced th e d istan ce from th e 
g ate to th e sp o t « here we m ight ex­ 
p ect to find th e th rea d , a n d we now 
iiad but to p ace of! th e sam e num ber 
of step s in th e darkness. 
D uring the 
d ay also we h a d n o t failed to show 
ourselv es frequently in th e stree t to 
let th e p riso n er know th a t we m ean t 
to co m m un icate w ith her. 
We found th e th re a d an d a tta c h e d 
o u r n o te of rep ly, first p u tt in g o u t o ur 
lights to av o id discov ery. Softly p ull­ 
ing th e th re a d , we felt a gentle s tra in 
ip rep ly, an d th e n o te w as p ulled up , 
to reach, we p rayed, th e h a n d s of her 
who so anxiously aw aited it. 
On o ur 
re tu rn to th e gate it w as im m ediately 
op ened when we h ad knocked, and 
th e guard h ad recognized o u r English 
v oices. 
O ur fetter to th e lad y co n tain ed th e 
following: 
“ On th e fifth night, counting from 
to m orrow , we will rescue you by a 
rop e ladder. 
At one o ’clock we will 
a tta c h a stro n g line to th e end of yo u r 
cord. 
Pull 
th is 
un til 
th e 
ladder 
reaches you. T he line will besufficient- 
ly stro n g to bear yo u r weight. 
Place 
th e line ov er a hook o r p o st bu t do 
n o t m ake it fast. 
W e will hold the 
end, so fear n o t. 
T he line will be 
w ithdraw n afte r yo u descent, so th a t 
no one will discov er th e m a n n er of 
your escap e. T here will be no m oon. 
Before day break you will be on a 
v essel 
under 
w ay 
for 
E ngland. 
If 
yo u 
can 
dev ise 
an y 
o th e r 
m eans, 
o r 
hav e 
any 
suggestions 
to m ake, you can com m unicate as 
before; we will p ass nightly, until 
h av e som e to ken from you. 
One 
us will ascend to a ssist in yo ur descent, 
if you desire it. 
M ay G od, to whom 
you hav e p rayed , nerv e yo u to your 
ta s k.” 
T he next night we receiv ed th e fol­ 
lowing answ er: 
“ I will p rov ide th e ladder, which 
you will p ull to w a rd yo u by th e cord. 


to th a n k him in his sa n c tu a ry. 
If 
you d o n o t find th e cord, yo u m ay 
know th a t I hav e been betrayed . 
If 
all is safe, th e cord will be weighted 
w ith a silken p urse con tain in g jewels 
to rew’a rd yo u an d to assist m e in m y 
escap e. 
Should 
you n o t find 
th is 
token, it will be because I hav e been 
discov ered. 
T hen be on yo ur guard 
ag a in st a ssa ssin a tio n . 
I shall n o t 
look for yo u un til th e h o ur n am ed .” 
My friend, C ap tain II 
, h ad fall­ 
en m o st desp erately in lov e. 
I say 
desp erately, because he neither slep t, 
a te 
n o r 
d ra n k; 
n o r 
w ould 
he 
giv e me an y 
rest. 
I t w’as rea ssur­ 
ing to m e to see a fellow so far gone; I 
h ad th o u g h t m yself th e only one who 
could be so “ cracked.” 
He w as a l­ 
w ays a t m y heels an d had becom e m y 
shadow ’. 
I learned his whole h isto ry. 
T he cause of his going to sea w as th e 
rem ov al of a flaxen-haired, blue-eyed 
sch o o lm ate who h ad been his belov ed 
little friend from his earliest m em ory. 
H er p a re n ts h ad m ov ed to Moscow, 
an d thence, as he 
w as inform ed, to 
O dessa, from which p o rt he h ad la s t 
sailed, w ith a cargo of grain from 
F a lm o u th for orders. 
A t O dessa he 
m ade th e m ost searching inquiries, an d 
learned th a t a fam ily of th e sam e nam e 
h ad gone to A lexandria a bo u t 
six 
years p rev ious. 
H e h ad been, until 
o ur p resen t ad v e n ture, rem a rka bly 
quiet an d diffident. 
H e had to ld me 
th a t his diffidence aro se from th e fact 
he w as alm o st a w o m an -h ater, and 
th a t he nev er exp ected to be h ap p y 
u n til he found his early lov e, w hom 
he la s t saw when she w as elev en an d 
he tw elv e years of age. 
H is in terest

T he ev entful night arriv ed . 
I gav e 
a rup p er a t th e hotel to allay any sus­ 
p icion. 
Sup p er was ordered for tw en­ 
ty, an d w as serv ed a t elev en o ’clock,

night sp ree. 
W ine flowed freely, a n d h ad its ef­ 
fect up on o ur friends. 
A t 12 o ’clock, 
by a p reconcerted a rran g e m en t,a n o te 
w as handed to me by a se rv a n t. I p re­ 
tended th a t it h ad been sent by mv 
second officer an d th a t it announced 
th a t m y chief officer had killed one of 
th e crew-. 
Ap ologizing for m y sudden 
d ep a rture , I p rom ised to return as 
soon as p ossible, an d finish th e night. 
My friend,C ap tain H 
insisted up 
on going w ith me. 
I p ro tested , but 
he w as o bstin ate , an d finally as th e 
com p any insisted th a t it w as n o t safe 


felt som e fear for o ur safety when 
they D arned th a t a conflict h ad taken 
p lace betw een th e guard in th e stre e t 
w’e p assed th ro ug h an d a ban d of Greek 
robbers. 
T w o of th e ro bbers h ad 
been killed. 
T hese m ust hav e been 
o ur p ursuers, who after we h ad eluded 
them , had return ed a n d a tta c ke d th e 
g uard. 
T hey were ov erp ow ered by a 
com p any of soldiers from th e fort, 
who were m aking th e ir ro un d s to re­ 
liev e th e guard. 
Of course I knew 
nothing of w h at h ad becom e of th e 
Swedish 
ca p ta in . 
I 
assured 
them 
th a t he w ent safely on bo ard an d w as 
to hav e sailed a t sunrise, an d th a t, as 
th e wind w as fresh and fair, I sup p o s­ 
ed he was off. 
I feigned an a tta c k of 
rh eum atism as an excuse for n o t going 
ash o re th a t day. 
T he following d ay 
o ur consul, hearing I w as sick, cam e 
on bo ard . 
F ro m him I learned th a t 
one of th e wiv es of th e p a c h a of th e 
arm y h ad m ade 
her 
escap e

w as 
sup jiosed, 
of

held for a ran so m . 
A rigid search was 
m ade on h o ard all th e Greek v essels, 
of which there were m any lying in th e 
h arbo r, but of course th e m issing lady 
was n o t found.

H e w as to o m uch 
of a gentlem an to question me, w h a t­ 
ev er he m ay h av e th o ug h t, an d I 
deem ed it adv isable, because of his 
official p osition, to keep him in ig­ 
norance of m y p a rt in th e affair. 
Though n o t p ertin en t to th is v oy- 


It w as ev ening, a still, 
red-skied 
ev ening la to in 
sum m er. 
T he sea 
p lashed up in a sleep -like, m urm urin 
m o n otone a t th e feet of th e few first 
stro llers on th e p rom enade, a n d big 
fashionable, 
fastid io us 
W estm o uth 
was w ra p t for a little tim e in a dream , 
free from th e fretfulness an d th e flut­ 
te r of gaiety. 
In one of th e quiet cross stre e ts I 
found th e gate to which I h ad been 
directed. 
A sm all brass 
p late a n ­ 
nounced th e nam e, an d th e soft stra in s 
of a v iolin which floated o u t th ro ug h 
the op en window to ld me furth er th a t in 
a tew m ore m inutes I should be learning 
by I from Alice A shbury th e cost of m y 
folly. 
P e rh a p s (daring thought!) in 
half an h o ur m y lost, forsaken, in­

My life is nothing,

lov ed ones a t hom e. 
Should you 
change 
yo u r 
m ind on

ap p ointed, G od h av e 
m ercy up on 
me! 
I will 
n o t 
liv e 
to 
see th e 
light an o th er d ay. I h av e often m edi­ 
ta te d th is act. 
I h av e felt th a t God, 
to w hom I alw ays p raye d , w ould de­ 
liv er me, a n d th a t I w ould be allow ed 


to go alone, we tw o se p a ra te d in com 
p any. 
We arriv ed a t th e gate in o ur usual 
a p p a re n tly d run ken condition, feed 
th e 
guard 
liberally 
an d 
p a ss­ 
ed 
through. 
A 
few 
m inutes 
la te r we return ed an d h ad o ur cigars 
an d la n te rn s lighted, p retending th a t 
the 
la tte r 
h ad been 
p u t o u t ac­ 
cidentally. 
T hey were so read y in a s­ 
sisting us th a t we gav e them a n o th e r 
handful of p iasters, an d m ade them 
un d ersta n d th a t th ey were n o t to a l­ 
low an y one 
to 
follow 
us. 
They 
e arn estly 
p rom ised an d we s ta rte d 
again, 
o ur h e a rts a lm o st burstin g 
w ith rap id p ulsa tio n . 
We found th e 
cord; a p urse w as a t th e end of it. 
So far all was safe. 
R unning to 
th e furth er gate as 
quickly as p ossible, we rep eated o ur 
form er 
strateg y of bribes, an d th e 
g uards there p rom ised th a t while we 
were in th e stree t nobody should p ass 
them . 
T h us we h a d th e field to o u r­ 
selv es, w ith g aurd s on eith er h an d to 
p ro tec t us from interference. 
We return ed to the sp o t where th e 
p urse lay. 
It was readily discov ered 
by reason of its brilliancy, being w ork­ 
ed in gold an d silv er th rea d s. 
A s to u t 
cord w as a tta c h e d to it. 
We p ulled 
cently up on th e cord, an d drew dow n 
.< ladder m ade of siik. 
T he night w as d a rk, n o t a s ta r v isi­ 
ble. 
T h us far ev erything fav ored us. 
W e p u t a stra in up on th e ladder w ith 
bo th o u r w eights,to keep it from sw ay­ 
ing, when suddenly we felt a heav y 
burden up on it, an d in an in sta n t a 
m an in a w hite tunic sp rang trom th e 
lad d er an d seized me by bo th arm s, 
m utterin g som ething I could n o t un­ 
d e rsta n d . 
L ettin g go his iron grip 
up on me, he to o k th e c a p ta in in th e 
sam e m anner. 
T hen he sp rang up 
th e ladder an d disap p eared. 
W e were so ta ken by surp rise th a t 
we could n o t h av e defended ourselv es 
if occasion required it. T reachery o r 
n o t we did n o t know , bu t we sto o d a t 
o u r p o st. 
P resen tly we felt by th e 
s tra in up on th e ro p e th a t som e one 
w as again descending. 
T his tim e it 
w as th e lad y herself. 
She sp rang 
lightly to th e ground, an d a m om ent 
la te r cam e th e m an who h ad before 
descended. 
H e w as her faitnful slav e. 
He fell on his knees, begging to be ta k­ 
en w ith us. 
B ut th is was im p ossible. 
H e w as to be reliev ed by a n o th e r 
g uard a t 4 o ’clock, and his absence 
w ould hav e caused th ed iso o v ery of th e 
escap e. She adv ised him to return,close 
th e window, an d let go th e rop e. 
She 
w ould n o t be m issed until noon, when 
it w ould be im p ossible to know d u r­ 
ing w hose w atch she h ad m ade her 
escai>e. 
It m ight be sup p osed th a t 
she had com n n ted suicide, as she had 
frequently 
th rea ten e d to do, 
and 
m ight hav e done by throw ing herself 
in to th e B osp horus th ro ug h a tr a p in 
th e floor of a bo at-h o use n ea r by. 
She did n o t sp eak n o r ev ince an y 
te rro r, bu t tru s te d us entirely. 
As 
we heard foot step s rap id ly a p p ro a c h ­ 
ing, a n d feared p u rsu it o r m eeting 
w ith stre e t m a ra ud ers, we lo st no 
tim e in 
reaching 
th e gate. 
T he 
w ord 
“ A m erican” 
h ad 
a charm 
for 
them , 
esp ecially 
as 
it 
w as followed by a handful of p ia ste rs 
th ro w n a t them when th e g ate w as 
op ened. 
1 p resum e th ey im agined we 
did it iu o u r d runken fun, bu t it was 
really to d raw th eir a tte n tio n from 
o u r com p anion. 
A fter we h ad p assed 
th ro ug h I locked th e g ate a n d threw ’ 
aw ay th e key. 
T he 
g uard s 
were 
to o busy p icking up th e m oney to 
heed a 
thundering 
a t 
th e 
g ate 
afte r 
we 
h ad 
gone. 
We 
did 
n o t 
reach o ur bo a ts to o soon, for 
we could h ea r m utterin g v oices an d 
tram p in g feet close behind us. 
W ith 
m uffled o a rs we p ulled for o ur friend’s 
brig. 
W e h ad p roceeded n o t m ore 
th a n 50 ya rd s from th e shore, when 
we heard o ur p ursuers jum p ing into 
bo a ts a t th e landing. 
W ho they were 
we could n o t tell, but th ey h ad n o t th e 
c u sto m a ry lights w ith them to indicate 
th a t th ey were honest citizens. Theex- 
trem e d arkn ess fav ored o u r flight 
am ong th e m a n y v essels 
anchored 
in th e h a rbo r, m o st of which h ad th eir 
an c h o r lights up . 
My friend’s v essel 
h ad tw o lights in th e m ain rigging as 
a p riv a te signal. 
These were p u t o u t 
a s soon as we reached th e deck. 
E ntering th e cabin, we again saw’ 
th e face ot th e lady. 
As I h av e before 
said, she w as th e m ost beautiful w om ­ 
an I h ad ev er seen. 
I could n o t help 
feeling th a t m y friend w as n o t th e 
h an d so m e fellow th a t deserv ed to be 
united to such lov liness—yet th e gods 
m a ted 
V enus 
an d 
V ulcan. 
T he 
Swedish c a p ta in w as sp eechless w ith 
a d m ira tio n . 
I acted as his a m ba s ­ 
sa d o r a n d 
inform ed her how des­ 
p era tely in lov e he was, an d th a t ne 
was determ ined to sav e her o r lose his 
life in th e a tte m p t. 
She w as now free 
to act for herself, bu t I w as sure th a t 
if she m arried him she w ould hav e a 
^ v in g h usban d . 
As I h ad been con­ 
ned in her rescue from c a p tiv ity I 
ieit it m y right as well as m y d u ty to 
urge her to accep t him . 
She did n o t 
u tte r a w ord, but rem ained p erfectly 
p assiv e. 
I adv ised him to leav e th e 
cabin an d get his ship un d er w ay a t * 
once. 
My bo a t’s crew w ould a ssist 
him . T he v essel m ust be o utsid e th e 
h arbo r, I said, before daylight, an d 
before sunrise be well in to th e sea of 
M arm ora. 
And so we p arte d . 
I t was 3 o ’clock when I reached 
m y ship . 
Sleep 
was 
o u t of th e 
q uestion. 
T he ev ents of th e p re ­ 
v ious few d ays were like a d ream 
o u t of which I h ad just aw akened. 
T he consequences m ight hav e been 
serious to me. 
B ut I was 
alw ays 
rea d y for adv entures, an d had been 
in m an y a p redicam ent equally haz­ 
ard o us. 
I liv ed, as all young sailors 
liv e, on ro m ance an d daring. 
The 
excitem ent of th is occasion was as ex­ 
h ila ra tin g to me as cham p agne is to 
th e w inebibber. 
In th e m orning I w as v isited by sev ­ 
eral of th e c a p ta in s who had been my 
guests of th e night before. 
T hey h ad 


ad v en ture. 
Nine years la ter, while in 
com m and of the chip p er-ship D read­ 
nought, arriv ing in New Y ork one d ay, 
I m ade fast a t m y usual berth a t th e 
foot of R ector 
street, 
when C ap t. 
H op e, a Sandy H ook p ilot, who was 
h a rbo r m a ste r a t th e lim e, boarded 
m y v essel and told me th a t a Swedish 
brig wus lying a t p ier 8, an d th a t 
her 
c a p ta in 
w as v ery an xio us to 
m eet 
me before 
he 
sailed. 
T he 
C o n stan tin o p le 
ep isode h ad 
n ea r­ 
ly p assed from m y m ind in th e excit­ 
ing years th a t h ad 
interv ened. 
As 
so o n as o u r gang-p lank was hauled 
ashore, a lady and gentlem an cam e 
on bo ard . 
I was stan d in g on 
th e 
q u a rte r deck w ith som e custom -house 
officers an d p assengers. 
T he lady, 
w hom I im m ediately recognized, eaine 
forw ard an d em braced me w ith m uch 
w arm th , an d th e gentlem an followed 
suit. T he p leasure atten d in g this h a p ­ 
p y m eeting was shared by all w ho w it­ 
nessed it. 
It is needless to say th a t 
th e p a ir were the Swedish c a p ta in 
a n d 
th e 
lad y 
w hom 
I 
assisted 
to 
escap e 
from 
C onstantinop le. 
T h a t tru th is indeed stran g e r th a n 
fiction is 
here 
exem p lified. 
After 
leav ing C on stan tin o p le th e ir joy w as 
unsp eakable in discov ering th a t they 
h ad been lov ers in th e ir childhood, 
fihe w as the flaxen haired girl for w hom 
m y friend h ad p ined so long. 
W hen 
th ey p arte d aa children her fam ily 
w ent to Moscow’, where they rem ained 
sev eral years, an d where she h ad th e 
a d v a n ta g e of an excellent ed ucatio n 
a n d becam e a p roficient linguist. H er 
g reat bea uty a ttra c te d univ ersal a t ­ 
te n tio n . 
She w as co urted by m any, 
bu t won by none. H er fath e r receiv ed 
th e a p p o in tm e n t of consul a t O dessa, 
bu t he gav e up th is p lace an d they m i­ 
g rated to A lexandria, where he be­ 
cam e a grain exp o rter. T his frequent­ 
ly necessitated journeys in to th e in­ 
te rio r of E gyp t, an d 
his beautiful 
d aug h ter w as his c o n s ta n t co m p an ­ 
ion. 
During one of these excursions 
th e ir c a ra v a n w as assaulted by A rabs.

Brainerd’« Beautiful Hotel Burned 
to the Ground. 
Early Wednesday mo rning the head 
o o o k disco v ered that the Villard ho tel 
was o n fire, and nrrising fro m her bed 
gav e the alarm to the men in the o ffice. 
The time was abo ut 4 o ’clo ck and ev ery­ 
bo dy in the ho use was asleep with the 
exceptio n o f the night emplo yes. The 
lo catio n o f the blaze was under the sleep­ 
ing apartments o f the do mestics in the 
carv ing ro o m, 
which 
had 
o rigin­ 
ated 
fro m 
so me 
unkno wn 
cause. 
The alarm was giv en 
fro m the lo ­ 
co mo tiv es in the yard near by and fro m 
the fire bell, and in a v ery sho rt time 
the department was o n the scene. 
At 
this time it was expected that the main 
part o f the structure wo uld he sav ed hut 
the fire IiaU gained mo re headway than 
was suppo sed, and it was so o n co mmun­ 
icated to the upper flo o r by a draft 
which was created between the parti­ 
tio ns and the unfinished ro o m in the up­ 
per part o f the building, and o nce there 
it swept thro ugh the building with light­ 
ning rapidity. Peo ple who had hereto ­ 
fo re imagined that the building co uld be 
•tv ed, no w realized the danger and be­ 
gan to remo v e the effects and get their 
belo ngings to a safe distance. In the

great results. During all this time the 
guests in the ho use, and there were 91 o f 
them, were scrambling fro m their ro o ms 
in such haste that clo thes and v aluables 
were in many instances fo rgo tten and 
were left behind to perish with the build­ 
ing. The ho o k and lndder bo ys were 
kept busy taking peo ple fro m the win­ 
do ws and in getting what they co uld 
fro m 
the ro o ms abo v e. 
Altho ugh it 
was a half ho ur fro m the time the fire 
started until it was burning to any great 
extent in the main building, tho re were 
many who barely had time to get o ut o n 
acco unt o f no t being aware o f the fire , 
still no liv es were lo st, and it is so me­ 
thing to the credit o f tho se co nnected 
with the ho to l that such is the case, as 
no t o ne ho tel in a hundred burns under 
like circumstances but that is attended 
with the lo ss o f life. 
Scarcely any o f the furniture in the 
building was sav ed, the entire dining 
ro o m and kitchen o utfit was co nsumed, 
with all the silv erware, linen, etc. The 
o ffice furniture was remo v ed and three 
o f the billiard tables to gether with mo at 
o f the liquo rs. In leas than an ho ur and 
a half the entire structure was lev el with 
the gro und and a cleaner sweep was 
nev er made. 
The lo ss to the city is almo st an ir- 
repairable o ne at the present time just 
as the city is o n the ev e o f a pto spero us 
era, and it is almo st imperativ e that we 
hav e a new ho tel o u lit at o nce. This 
building was erected in 1883 by W ilt Jt 
Leiand but was o wned at the time o f 
the fire by C. F. Kindred.

the Toledo, Arm Arbor & Northern 
railroad was devised by Governor 
Agler, president of the company, 
and is believed here to be the first 
step towards 
co-operation 
ever | 
taken by 
an American railroad. 
All officials and employes except 
the president are to become bene­ 
ficiaries of the plan after they have 
been in the employ of the road five 
years. 
Any year in which a divi­ 
dend is declared each beneficiary 
is to receive in addition to his sal­ 
ary, a dividend on the amount of 
that salary the same as if he were 
the owner of that amount of stock. 
Anv employe or officer, disabled 
while on duty and unable to re­ 
sume his place for six months or 
more, is to receive a certificate of 
paid up stock equal in amount to 
the total sum of his wages for tlie 
year preceding his disability. 
In 
case of loss of life in active duty 
his wife or legal repiesentative is 
to receive a similar certificate equiv­ 
alent to five times tlie last year's 
wages. 
Every officer or employe 
who voluntarily retires from service 
after twenty years of continuous 
employment will receive a certifi­ 
cate of paid up stock equal to the 
total wages of his last year of ser- 
vice.

ing a steer from T oronto to L iverpool 
is .^20, m ade up as follows: 
Rail 
from T oronto to Quebec, $2.50; feed, 
$ 2 .5 0 ;attend ance,75cents; insurance, 
$1.75; steam er freight, $1 2 .5 0 . 
Thus 
t he cost ot laying down a 1,000-pound 
steer in Liverpool is 1 1-4 cents per 
pound live weight. 


The Crown Prince of Germ any, ac­ 
cording to a current rum or, is suffer 
ing from a cancer in the tongue, and 
m easures are being taken prom pt­ 
ly to arrest the disease, w hatever it 
m ay be. 
The serious illness of the 
Pi mce necessarily would excite great 
alarm n ot only in G erm any,but aw ak­ 
en the sincerest interest all over the 
world. 
The K aiser is now over ninety 
years of age, and it is probable he will 
not long survive.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES. 


The carrying corporations are often 
slow at reading the signs of the tim es, 
but it will n o t take m any years more 
ol such experience as they ha^e been 
accum ulating 
for the la st tw o or 
three, to convince them th a t their 
special privileges in th is country do 
not include the ow nership of courts of 
justices, 
Judge 
B arclay’s 
decision, 
rendered in the C iicuit Court a t St. 
L ouis, holding a sleeping-car com pany 
responsible to its p atrons for por­ 
table property stolen from them , not 
only while asleep in their berths, but 
while attending to their toilets, adds 
one more to a long list of judicial 
opinions of the sam e general tenor. 
It is good com m on sense, and probar 
bly thtreforegoodlaw . T h ed ay is rap­ 
idly approaching when it will be uni­ 
versally understood th a t a traveler 
w ho p ays for extra com forts and se­ 
em ity will be upheld by the bench in his 
demand th a t he shall be furnished his 
full m oney’s w orth. 


Gladstone and the Irish Leaders. 
Gladstone, in his speech at the dinner 
given bv the Labor mein hers of parliam ent, 
declared his entire disbelief in ihe accusa­ 
tions against the Irish leaders. He said: 
In May, 1882, immediately after the as­ 
sassination of Cavendish and Burke, P ar­ 
nell wrote him in reference to th a t crime. 
The letter, which was obviously written 
under great m ental distress, threw consid­ 
erable light upon the topic of the present 
hour 
and 
was 
strong 
evidence 
in 
favor of the contention th a t the Times’ 
letter was a base, malicious forgery. P ar­ 
nell, apparently foreseeing th a t in the pub­ 
lic mind lie would be associated with the 
crime, offered to place himself, w ithout re­ 
serve, in Gladstone's hands. He wrote 
th a t he regarded the murders with the ut­ 
most abhorrence, and offered to resign the 
leadership of the Irish party and retire al­ 
together from political life, if Gladstone 
considered such a step advisable in the in­ 
terests of Ireland. Gladstone said he would 
refrain 
from 
saying 
w hat 
reply 
he 
made, 
adding 
it 
was 
only 
a 
short time since he obtained Parnell’s 
assent to his mentioning the m atter. Al­ 
luding to the advice tendered Parnell from 
certain quarters th a t 
he briug action 
against the Times, 
Gladstone said th a t 
many years ago when a commissioner to 
the Ionian islands the Times bitterly a t­ 
tacked him, accusing him of treason. On 
returning to England he consulted the 
famous Lawyer I< reehfield with a view of 
bringing action, but was dissuaded, the 
lawyer expressing the conviction tb a tev rn 
if Gladstone proved hit case no jury in the 
then state of the public mind would be 
likely to convict the Times. 


Gen. Fairchild Issues a Proclamation. 
Cominander-in-Uhief Fairchild of Wiscon­ 
sin has officially published a resolution re­ 
cently adopted by the executive committee 
of the council of adininibtrationqf the G. A. 
R. in Chicago, approving his action in di­ 
recting posts not to comply with any re­ 
quest for opinions on an\ subject unless 
with the approval of the national depart­ 
ment headquarters. 
In addition be says: 
Comrades of the order will a t once realize 
the great necessity which a t all times exists 
for united and concerted action by all posts 
on any question touching the general good 
of the members and t he great danger which 
attends any individual or unauthorized 
movement In th a t direction. 
It is not 
doubted th a t friends of veterans who seek 
to be of service to them will on reflection 
see the wisdom of this decision. I! it shall 
appear th a t there is a necessity for the pub­ 
lication of inform ation which has l>een 
sought, the national encampment which 
convenes next September will 
without 
doubt provide for expressions of opinion 
by* posts. This will be done in such a 
manner as to secure a vote not only of 
posts, as such, but to allow an expression 
by each member of the order on pension 
legislation. Thero is no disposition or 
wish on the p art of members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic to decline to give to 
the public in a proper way their opinion 
on any subject of like general interest. 


Confidence of 1he Mormons. 
The Mormons are very confident th a t 
they can circumvent the new anti-polyga­ 
my law. George T. Curtis,the resident a tto r­ 
ney of the Mormons, expresses theso opin­ 
ions: 
The 
Mormons, 
acting 
under 
the 
law, 
will be 
able to control all the 
town 
elections. 
The Mormons 
have 
discovered 
th a t 
they 
can 
conscien­ 
tiously prescribe to the oath required, nnd 
th a t being the case, if they are perm itted 
to vote, it will not be pen-ibis to prevent 
the polygamists from belSg everywhere 
trium phant a t the polls. The officers who 
administered the oath were a t first dispos­ 
ed to ask questions which the U tah com­ 
missioners declared to be improper and 
the asking of which was subsequently for­ 
bidden. Since th a t time the oaths have 
been very generally taken by the Mormons. 


Emperor William of Germany lias sent 
a beautiful diamond bracelet as a wedding 
present to a Jewish maiden whom ho used 
to see at a window opposite his hotel at 
Gastein, in whom be took an interest. 
He 
has asked her to come to Gastein yearly 
during his sojourn there. The young lady 
whose name is Kern, is to he married to a 
merchant named Killam a t Igleau, is Mor­ 
avia. 
The flood a t Montreal abates but little, 
and much suffering ensues among the poor. 
The trouble between Lord. Lansdowne 
and tenants has been settled. 
Bishop Kean of Richmond, Va., has re­ 
ceived u pupal brief advising the founding 
of a Catholic university in America. 
Emperor William has given I)r. YonLau- 
er.his physician, a present of $75,000 cash. 
The prince of Wales has been made a 
member of theLinnean Society of London, 
which was founded in 1788. 
In the lower house of the Purssian diet 
the new ecclesiastical bill passed its second 
reading in the form in which the upper 
house approved it. 
The clause adm itting 
certain religious orders into Prussia wa* 
approved by a vote of 230 to 117. 
In the British house of commons Rex- 
ton asked Broderick, Conservative,wheth­ 
er in a recent spee* h he had spoken of t ho 
Times forgery as Parnell's letter. 
Broe 
erick answered: 
•'Yes. 
In addressing any 
meeting on this subject I will not minJe 
words, but will call the letter Parnell s in 
the absence of any action in a court of law 
to disprove the statem ent. 
It is a popu­ 
lar designation to call the letter Parnell s 
letter. The justice of it can be left to the 
houseundcountry.'* Sexton asked wheth­ 
er, in view of the fact th a t Parnel! had de­ 
scribed the document as a villlanous and 
base forgery, Broderick was not commit­ 
ting a breach of privilege in so describing 
the letter, inasmuch as>t was imputing a 
deliberate falsehood to Parnell. Speaker 
Peel replied th a t the rem arks of Brod­ 
erick did not refer to anything done 1 y 
Parnell in the house,

A NOTABLE LETTER. 


The President Write* to Secretary Lsretr on thl 
Rights of the Settlor Who In Good F*ith Ret 
tied on the PnbliC Lands—The Proper Polio j 
Suggested. 
The President has sent to the secretary 
of the interior the following letter in rela­ 
tion to the controversy between Guilford 
Miller, a settler, and a railroad corpora­ 
tion, involving the ownership of certain 
lands. 
THE LETTER. 
I have examined with much care and in­ 
terest the questions involved in the con­ 
necting claims ot Guilford Miller and th* 
Northern Pacitio Railroad company to 
certain public lands in Washington Tei* 
ritory. The legal aspects of the case have 
been examined and passed upon by several 
officers of the government, 
who do not 
agree in their conclusions. Miller claim* 
to be a settler upon the land in question, 
whose possession dates from 1878. He 
alleges th a t he has 
made substantial 
improvement 
upon 
this 
land 
and 
cultivated the same, and it appears th at 
he filed his claim to the same under the 
homestead law on Dec. 26, 1884. 
The 
railroad company contends th a t this land 
is within the territory from which it wae 
entitled to select such a quantity of public 
land as might be necessary to supply any 
deficiency th a t should be found to exist in 
the specified land mentioned in a grant by 
the government to said company iu aid ol 
the construction of the road—such deficien­ 
cy being contemplated as likely to arise from 
the param ount right of private purchase, 
and settlers within the territory embrac­ 
ing said granted lands, and th a t the land 
in dispute was thus selected by the com­ 
pany on Dec. 19, 1883. A large, trac t in­ 
cluding this land, was withdrawn by un 
order of the interior departm ent from sale 
and from pre-emption and homestead en­ 
try in 1872, in anticipation of the con­ 
struction of said road and a deficiency in 
its granted lands. In 1880, upon the fail­ 
ing of a m ap of definite location of the 
rood, the land in controversy and th a t 
which had been so withdrawn was found 
to 
lie outside of the lim it which in­ 
cluded the granted land; but its with­ 
drawal aud reservation from settlement 
and entry under our land iaws were con­ 
tinued upon the theory th a t it was within 
the limits of indemnity lands which might 
be selected by the company, as provided 
by the law making the grant. 
THE LEGAL POINTS 
in this controversy turned upon the valid­ 
ity and effect of the withdrawal and selec­ 
tion of the land 
and the continuance 
thereof. The attorney general is of the 
Opinion 
th a t 
such 
withdrawal 
aud 
reservation were a t all times effectual, and 
th a t they operated to prevent Miller from 
acquiring any interest or right to the lAnd 
claimed T>y him. With this interpretation 
of the law, and the former orders and ac­ 
tion of the interior departm ent, it will he 
teen th a t their effect has been the with­ 
drawal and reservation 
since 1872 
of 
thousands, if not millions, of these lands 
from the operation of the land 
laws 
pf the United States, thus placing them 
!>eyond the reach of our citizens desiring, 
under such laws, to settle and make 
homes upon the same; and this has been 
done 
for the 
benefit 
of 
a railroad 
rompany having no fixed, certain or defi- 
aite interest in such lands. In this manner 
the bencflcient policy aud intention of the 
government in relation to the public do­ 
main for all these years h.-.s to th a t extent 
been thw arted. There seems to be no 
tvidence presented showing how much if 
iny ol this vast tract is necessary for the 
fulfillment of the grant to the railroad 
tompany, nor does there appear to be any 
(imitation of the time wherein which this 
fact should be made known and the corpo­ 
ration is obliged to make its selection. 
After a lapse of fifteen years this large body 
t*l the public dom ain i* still held in reserve 
to the exclusion of settlers for the conven­ 
ience of a corporate beneficiary of the gov- 
trnrueut and awaiting it* selection, though 
it is entirely certain th a t iou< h of this re- 
terved land can never bo honestly claim* d by 
laid corporation. 
Such a condition of the 
public land* should no longer continue. 8o 
!ar as it is the result ol executive rule* and 
method* they should 1>* abandoned and 
to far as it is a course of improvident la«s 
these should be tepeAled or amended. Our 
public domain is 
Ol R NATIONAL WLALTH, 
the earnest ol our growth and the heritage 
of our people. It should promise limit!'** 
ievelopement and riches, reli* f to a crowd* 
>ug populace and homes to thrift and in- 
iustry. 
These inestimable advantage* 
ihoulu be jealously guarded and a careful 
ind enlightened policy on the part of the 
fovernmcnt should secure the® to the 
people. In the case under consideration I 
issume th a t there is an abundance of land 
within the area which ha* been reserved for 
indemnity in which no citizen ore* ttler ha# 
A legal interest for all purposes of such in* 
lemnification to this railroad company if 
its grant ha* not alreudy Den satisfied* 
I understand, too, th a t tneselection-m ade 
by such corporations are not complete and 
iffectual until the same have been approv­ 
'd by the secretary of the interior, or un­ 
less they are made in the word** of the 
itututeunder hisdirection. You have tin s 
lar taken no action in this m atter and 
ft seems to me th a t you art- in a condition 
to deal with the subject in such a manner 
M to protect this settler from hardship, 
t transm it herewith the document* and 
papers relating to the case which were *ub- 
mitted to me a t my request. I suggest you 
txercisa the power and authority you have 
In the premises upon equitable considera­ 
tion* with the presumption and intention 
in favor of the settler, and in case you find 
this corporation is entitled to select any 
fuore of these lands than has been already 
Acquired, th a t you direct it to select in 
ieu of the land which Miller has selected 
>ther lands w ithin the limits of thisindem- 
lity reservation on which m ith**r he nor 
Any other citizen ha* in good faith settled 
>r made improvement*. 
I call your atten­ 
tion to sections 245 and 24 1 of the Revised 
Statutes as pointing out a mode of proced­ 
ure which may be resorted to if necessary 
'or the purpose of reaching a just aud equ* 
table disposition of the cas?. 
Tne sugges­ 
tions herein contained can, I believe, I e 
Adopted without disregard or calling in 
{uestion the opinion of the attorney gener- 
il upon the purely legal propositions whit h 
vere subm itted to him.

In a lecture a t Cornell university. Prof. 
Goldwin Htnith replied to the question, 
“ Why should 
not Ireland have home 
rule?” as follows: 
We English are not a confederation, and 
you cannot make ua a confederation with­ 
out totally altering or subverting the Brit­ 
ish constitution, without doing away with 
the sovereign power of parliam ent and 
without making Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales each a state. Even if so fundam ent­ 
al a revolution should be thought of thecom- 
ponent parts of the United Kingdom would 
not be fit for federal union. T hat requires a 
group of equally powerful states and by 
such confederation you would have Ire­ 
land, Scotland and Wales in cabal against 
Englaud. He regarded the outlook for the 
British nation as not very bright. 
Peo­ 
ple begin to talk of terrible things inas­ 
much us the English nation has siidden 
unconsciously into demoracy without re­ 
vising her constitution aud with no safe­ 
guards. Political wisdom seems now a t a 
low ebb, and the traditional good sense of 
the English people can only be looked for 
to tide the ship of state through the pres­ 
ent crisis.

a t the time he made the statem ent to the 
mercantile agency his liabilities equaled or 
exceeded his assets. Thereupon Kellogg 
Co. had Powers arrested for obtaining 
goods under false pretenses. 
Judge Bunn 
in his charge to the jury snid: 
A person furnishing inform ation to a 
mercantile agency can have no other mo­ 
tive than to enable the agency to commu­ 
nicate such inform ation to person* who 
may be interested in obtaining it for their 
irnidance in giving credit to the party and 
if the merchant furnishes to such an agen­ 
cy a wilfully false statem ent, there is no 
reason why his liability to any party de­ 
frauded by those means should not be t he 
same us if he made false representations 
directly to the party injured. 
A verdict was therefore rendered for the 
plaintiff and judgment entered thereon. 


Italy in Good Condition. 
Sir Charles Dilke s fifth article in the 
forthcoming Fortnightly Review will repre­ 
sent the positiou of European politics in 
Italy. It is a long, learned paper, conclud­ 
ing with the following summary: 
As Great Britain has her enormous re­ 
sponsibilities and her present unreadiness 
to meet them; as Russia has nihilism and 
corruption; as A u s t r i a has socialism and 
race difficulties; as Germany has her weak 
m ilitary position between live first-class 
m ilitary 
powers; 
as 
France has 
her 
traditions of financial wastefulness and 
w ant of statesmen, so Italy, too, has her 
difficulties. 
Of 
theso 
difficulties, 
the 
backwardness 
of 
Sicily 
und 
the 
Southern 
provinces 
generally 
is, per­ 
haps, the greatest. 
But I think, on the 
whole, Italy has iewerdangers to face than 
any other of the great powers. I am con­ 
vinced th a t she is making more rapid prog­ 
ress than any of them, with the exception, 
of course, of Russia, which has the advan­ 
tage ol being, territorially considered, al­ 
m ost second to the United States. 
A vast 
advance has been made of late in educa­ 
tion and manufactures by the suppression 
of brigandage. While a good deal remains 
to be done, more has been done in Italy in 
the last sixteen years than is generally ae* 
owjadged or believed. 


Fsrdin&l Manning on Labor. 
In a forthcoming newspaper article Car­ 
dinal Manning will say; 
Unl-'-HS the rights of labor can be denied, 
the liberty of organization to protect them 
and the freedom founded upon them can 
notbe denied. 
Tow ards the end of the 
last century the doc trines of political econ­ 
omy under the plea of free contract, broke 
up the old relations between the employer 
and tho employed, and the conflict be­ 
tween capital and labor then became per­ 
petual. The power of capital is all but 
irresistible, for labor m ust work for the 
bread of life. Hunger lays the necessity 
upon the® ot laboring for the sake of their 
homes and themselves. When tho law ceas­ 
es to intervene organizations for m utual 
defence straightw ay arise. The K nights 
of Labor and the British trades unions 
represent the rights of labor and the right s 
of aJwo< iation for its defense. The free­ 
dom ofcontra< t hardly exists, it is pure­ 
ly the church's office to protact the- poor 
and their labor, which has built up the 
hum an commonwealth.

W hat

As my own marriage had been very 
[jmantic this affair was doubly ex­ 
iting to me. The note was written 
i a good English hand as follows: 
“ 1 know you are Christians and will 
ave me from this lite degradation.

Death awaits dis- 
overy.” 
The night was spent in devising 
leans of rescue. The captain swore 
pon the Bible th a t he would marry 
er if rescued, and if she would con­ 
tent. 
Jewels are most prized when 
lost, difficult to obtain. 
I was in full 
vmpathy with his feelings, and when 
he day broke our plan of action had 
>een determined. 
I saw th a t he was 
nfitted to go to sea, his head being 
ntirely turned, and to ease his con- 
cience-upon the point of his duty I 
minted out that the interest of all 
>arties would be served best if he 
hould defer his departure until the 
lark moon, when the plan devised 
ould be put into operation. This 
vould necessitate a delay of five days. 
Among our friends we were to pre­ 
end th a t no importance attached to 
he missive which the lady had thrown 
nit. As a reason for his delay in not 
sailing, the Swedish captain was to 
jay th at he had discovered a leak in 
ds ship’s top side after he had loaded

The next night we received the fol­ 
lowing answer: 
“ I will provide the ladder, whbh 
you will pull toward you by the cord. 
J have a trusted eunuch who will as­ 
sist me, as his life belongs to me. 
Think well of the danger. I have no 
right to place you in jeopardy. 
In 
case of discovery a rope ladder upon 
you would prove your guilt; you 
would be seized and disposed of, none 
would know how, except the head­ 
man. Your crime and mine are pun­ 
ishable by death. My life is nothing, 
nor would I be missed, but you have 
loved ones at home.

1 have felt th a t God,

to thank him in his sanctuary. If 
you do not find the cord, you may 
know th a t I have been betrayed. 
If 
all is safe, the cord will he weighted 
with a silken purse containing jewels 
to reward you and to assist me in my 
escape. Should you not find this 
token, it will be because I have been 
discovered. Then be on your guard 
against assassination. 
I shall not 
look for you until the hour named.” 
My friend, Captain II 
, had fall­ 
en most desperately in love. 
I say 
desperately, because he neither slept, 
ate 
nor 
drank; 
nor 
would 
he 
give me any rest. It was reassur­ 
ing to me to see a fellow so far gone; I 
had thought myself the only one who 
could be so “cracked.” He was al­ 
ways a t my heels and had become my 
shadow. 
I learned his whole history. 
The cause of his going to sea was the 
removal of a llaxen-haired, blue-eyed 
schoolmate who had been his beloved 
little friend from his earliest memory.

In the morning I was visited by sev­ 
eral of the captains who had been my 
guests of the night before. 
They had 


felt some fear for our safety when 
they Darned th a t a conflict had taken 
place between the guard in the street 
we passed through and a bandofGreeic 
robbers.

of 
the Greek robbers, some of whom had 
been captured and would be executed 
unless they told where their compan­ 
ions and 
the captive were to be 
found. It was supposed th a t she was 
held for a ransom. 
A rigid search was 
made on board all the Greek vessels, 
of which there were many lying in the 
harbor, but of courBe the missing lady 
was not found. 
Our consul, I think, had his suspi­ 
cions as to the manner of the lady’s j then we 
escape from the palace. 
He asked me j I make 
to dine with him, saying th a t I, being ; 
a person so well known in Pera, would | 
be missed if I did not go ashore i 
and show myself at my usual resorts. 
I took his advice and dined with ! 
him, 
remaining 
ail night a t the 
consulate, 
where 
he 
insisted 
upon my making my home for the 
rest of my stay. He was too much 
of a gentleman to question me, what­ 
ever he may have thought, and I 
deemed it advisable, because of his 
official position, to keep him in ig­ 
norance of my part in the affair. 
Though not pertinent to this voy­ 
age, I w ill here give the sequel of this 
adventure. Nine years later, while in 
command of the ehipper-ship Dread­ 
nought, arriving in New York one day, 
I made fast a t my usual berth a t the 
foot of Rector street, when Capt. 
Hope, a Sandy Hook pilot, who was 
harbor master at the time, boarded 
my vessel and told me th a t a Swedish 
brig was lying at pier 8, and th at 
her 
captain 
was very anxious to 
meet 
me before 
he 
sailed. 
The 
Constantinople 
episode had near­ 
ly passed from my mind in the excit­ 
ing years th a t had intervened. As 
soon as our gang-plank was hauled 
ashore, a lady and gentleman came 
on board. 
I was standing on the 
quarter deck with some custom-house 
officers and passengers. 
The lady, 
whom I immediately recognized, came 
forward and embraced me with much 
warmth, and the gentleman followed 
suit. The pleasure attending this hap­ 
py meeting was shared by all who wit­ 
nessed it. It is needless to say that 
the pair were the Swedish capt am 
and 
the 
lady 
whom 
I 
assisted 
to 
escape 
from 
Constantinople. 
T hat truth is indeed stranger than 
fiction is 
here 
exemplified. 
Alter 
leaving Constantinople their joy was 
unspeakable in discovering th a t they 
had been lovers in their childhood. 
She was the flaxen-haired girl for whom 
my friend had pined so long. When 
they parted as children her family 
went to Moscow', where they remained 
several years, and where she had the 
advantage of an excellent education 
and became a proficient linguist. Her 
great beauty attracted universal a t­ 
tention. She was courted by many, 
but won by none. Her father received 
the appointment of consul a t Odessa, 
but he gave up this place and they mi­ 
grated to Alexandria, where he be­ 
came a grain exporter. This frequent­ 
ly necessitated journeys into the in­ 
terior of Egypt, and his beautiful 
daughter was his constant compan­ 
ion. During one of these excursions 
their caravan was assaulted by Arabs. 
The men were slaughtered and robbed; 
and the women were disposed of 
among the chiefs. She fell to the lot 
of one who sold her into the harem 
whence she was rescued by us. 
When

GONE UP IN mom 


B ra ln e rd ’s B eau tifu l H otal B u rn ed 
to th e G ro u n d . 
Early Wednesday morning the head 
oook discovered that the Villard hotel 
was on fire, and arrislng from her bed 
gave the alarm to the men in the office. 
The time was about 4 o’clock and every­ 
body in the house was asleep with the 
exception of the night employes. The 
location of the blaze was under the sleep­ 
ing apartm ents of the domestics in the 
carving room, 
which 
had 
origin­ 
ated 
from 
some 
unknown 
cause. 
The alarm was 
given 
from the lo­ 
comotives in the yard near by and from 
the fire bell, and in a very short time 
the department was on the scene. 
At 
this lime it was expected that the main 
part of the structure would be saved but 
the fire had gained more headway than 
was supposed, and it was soon commun­ 
icated to the upper floor by a draft 
which was created between the parti­ 
tions and the unfinished room in the up­ 
per part of the building, and once there 
it swept through the building with light­ 
ning rapidity. 
People who had hereto­ 
fore imagined that the building could be 
saved, now realized the danger and be­ 
gan to remove the effects und get their 
belongings to a safe distance. 
In the 
meantime the hose companies were ex­ 
erting themselves to the utmost to get 
the flames under control but the water 
supply was inadequate with four or five 
strings of hose attacked to the hydrants, 
and they were unable to accomplish any 
great results. 
During all this time the 
guests in the house, and there were 91 of 
them, were scrambling from their rooms 
in such haste that clothes and valuables 
were in many instances forgotten and 
were left behind to perish with the build­ 
ing. 
The hook and ladder boys were 
kept busy taking people from the win­ 
dows and in gettiug what they could 
from 
the rooms above. 
Although it 
was a half hour from the time the fire 
started until it was burning to any great 
extent in the main building, there were 
many who barely had time to get out on 
account of not being aware of tha fire, 
Bt ill no lives were lost, and it is some­ 
thing to the credit of those connected 
with the hoto] that such is the case, as 
not one hotel in a hundred burns under 
like circumstances but that is attended 
with the loss of life. 
Scarcely any of the furniture in the 
building was saved, the entire dining 
room and kitchen outfit was consumed, 
with all the silverware, linen, etc. The 
office furniture was removed and three 
of the billiard tables together w ith most 
of the liquors. 
In leas than an hour and 
a half the entire structure was level with 
the ground and a cleaner sweep was 
never made. 
The loss to the city is almost an ir- 
repairable one at the present time just 
as the city is on the eve of a prosperous 
era, and it is almost imperative th a t we 
have a new hotel built at once. 
This 
building was erected in 1883 by W ilt & 
Leiand but was owned at the time of 
the fire by U. F. Kindred. 
The loss as 
it is estimated at from $40,000 to $50,00© 
with insuraucc as follows:

The elegant bar mirror which was car­ 
ried out safely, was tipped over and bro­ 
ken the next day by the wind. 
The East Brainerd fire departm ent and 
the railroad fire apparatus from the shops 
were both on hand and did good work. 
F. B. Thompson was the last man out 
of the burning building. He had a narrow 
escape and burned his feet quite severely. 
The hook and ladder boys did good 
work in getting people out of the upper 
stories who were cut off from the stair­ 
way.

and it is feared the papers will be some­ 
what damaged.
